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SCHOOL REPORT 


REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Monroe: 

At date there are 72 pupils enrolled in town as com- 
pared with 67 at this time last year. The teacher in 
each school with the number of pupils follows: North 
Monroe, 11 pupils, Samantha Smith; Placey, 19 pu- 
pils, Gladys Dunkley and Estelle Richardson; The 
Plain, 25 pupils, Gertrude Walker; Pollard, 17 pupils, 
Myrtle Mussey.. The transference of pupils from the 
Plain School to Placey and Pollard has more nearly 
equalized the attendance in these three schools and 
made the school room work more satisfactory. 

The per cent of attendance for the full school year 
ending June 30, 1926, was only 92.2, about two per 
cent lower than for the preceding year, but the nura- 
ber of tardinesses was 141, a falling off of 78. The 
number of tardinesses is still too large. It is inter- 
esting to report that at Pollard this year there were 
no tardy marks for the fall term of 15 weeks. During 
1925-26, there was an average loss of five and one 
half days for holidays, bad weather ,and teachers’ in- 
stitutes. When schools are in session only 180 days 
out of 365 at most, it hardly seems necessary to strain 
a point to observe some holidays. 

Hight pupils completed the work of grade eight in 
June. These were: Ronald Bedell, Guy Burrill, Ger- 
trude Colbeth, Grace Farnsworth, Howard Griffin, 
Dorothy Johnson, Thurley Page and Alice Powers. 
There will be as many or more eighth grade gradu- 
ates next June. This will necessitate an increase in 


40 


the appropriation for high school tuition for the com- 
ing year. The district has a tuition contract for the 
present year with McIndoes Academy at $100. The 
maximum! tuition possible in New Hampshire is 
$101.98. 

The remodeling of the Placey school house during 
the summer made a very comfortable and attractive 
school room. Some little things still remain to be 
finished. New furniture should be put in before an- 
other year. The old battered furniture from Number 
Three is quite out of place in a modern school room. 
A small sum should be appropriated each year for im- 
proving the school plant. I suggest, too, that a sum 
be raised to better and enlarge school playgrounds. 
The right sort of play is quite as valuable for pupiis 
as text book work and there should be an opportunity 
in each school for group plays and games. 

Health is the fundamental factor in all educational 
progress. In spite of the general impression that 
country people are healthier than those of larger com- 
munities it is a fact that there are more days lost from 
school by children in rural schools than by those in 
larger places on account of preventable sickness. 
Probably this is due to conditions which the school 
can combat only indirectly. However, something is 
being accomplished through health supervision in the 
schools. Miss Underhill, the school nurse, reports 
for the year 1925-26, 32 cases of remedial treatment 
among the school children of Monroe. This is a large 
per cent of the enrollment. During that year, Miss 
Underhill made 17 visits to the schools and 12 home 
visits.
